"Fran^ .foseiih Haydn was horn tho 
night before April 1, 1732. and died 
IMay ;U, 1S<>0, at Vienna. He was the 
second of twelve chihlron of a wheel- 
wright of small means, who was him- 
sidf musically disposed. Haydn showed 
extraordinary musical talent at a very 
early age, and wa.;; first trained in vo- 
cal and instrumental music hy his cou!*- 
in Frankh, the teacher, a man of aus- 
tere manners, nt llainhurg. 

"In 17-10, nentter, capellmoister of St. 
I.^tcidien's and riuirt composer, discov- 
ering the youth to be not only talented, 
but moreover, gifted with a beautiful 
soprano voice, took him away to A'icn- 
na to be a chorister at St. Stejihen's, 
and tlierc, besides instruction in sing- 
iuL', clavier .'ind the vifrlin. he received 
also ; good school education, Imt 
strange to eay. no training in theory. 
Only a few times did Kentter send fof 
him nnd cxidain soinething to him. 
^Nevertheless the boy -composed dilicenit- 
ly. and set himself tasks of no ordinary 
diflicirlty. In 174.5 his brother Mic.'-ael 
also joined tho choir at "Vienna, and ,lo- 
ph was appointed toilnstruct him in 
tli(> elements. The 'bro'cher proved a 
worithy; deputy ns solo soprano singer, 
and Haydn therefore, when- bis- voice be- 
gan to break, was simply .'dismissed at 
the first suitable opportunit.v.' A few 
private ht^sons enabled tbe youtli ol 
scarcely eighteen, to hire n smnll nttie, 
and now he devoted himself with more 
diligence thn^n ever to study, and to cnni- 
jiosition. For a time he acted as nc- 
(•(uiipanist to Porpora when the latter 
gav(» lessons .in singing. Ho was treat- 
ed finite like n menial, bnt.rcceivcd sonii; 
iiistniction in coinno*iition, and through 
d'or.nora. made the ncquniutance of 
AVai.'(.nscil. (.'■luck and Dittersdorf. 
diaydn's conipos-itions now commenced 
to he known, especially 'his planoforto 
Bonntns in inannscrint."

""U'hen over (i,") yoar'^ of ago ho wrote 
the "Creation"' and the 'Seasons." his 
two greatest w.u'ks. Itoth are cmnposiMl 
to translatiouH of Kuglisli poems, "The 
ICreation" after a poem of Didley's. with 
■passages adnpteil from Milton's "I'aru- 
disp I.o^," and \vritlcn for Handel, 
and "The ScMsoiis" after a ,nnem by 
Thompson. They were both translated 
bv \'an Swieteii. "The Creati(ni" "was 
lirst jirodnccd .\jiril I'D and ;{ll, 17P.'^. 
"The Scii.seiis" on .'Vpril 2-1. L'^01, in the 
le'lace of Prince .sJch wa r/.enberg. 
Gi-adimlly Haydn sufl'ci'ed froiii tl'o in- 
itirinities of (,id age; liis streii:;tli for 
work gave way, and during tlie last 
years of his life lie -ivris sidibnu .■ibh> to 
'leave his room. Tie died a. few days 
after tho entry of the French troojis 
into Tienna. 

"I'"a.i til fully dispf.sed aw he was to the 
hhnperin' and lo liis f.a t lierland, ihe oc- 
<-iip;ition of the c'.ty by the enemy was 
a bitter grief to liim. Haydn's iinnion.=o 
im.portauce in the liis'oiy of music is 
owing to his having created the modern 
forms of instrnniental music, for which 
I'o had certainly found in the sons of 
.T. S. Bach vali'iiLt predecessors. The 
whole gaum-t of \'iennese jo.vfulness, 
from naive fervo'ir to the ■wildest ex- 
tra v.'.gnnce, vibrates in Haydn's music; 
but when he strikes earnest, luissionate 
tones, be rises fnr above liiti contempo- 
raries, and, lends .directly to Beetho- 
'\en. Tt -vrm further his merit to h.ave 
individualized tho lilstniments of the 
<irclieRtrn, and to have given to them in- 
dependent' .fneech,: ,!They are ;iiot only 
notes nnd Chords' which we lienr in his 
jsvmplionic.s, but living natures Of varied 
'(•liarncter and tcmpornment 'which carry 
Un ;i lividy conversation. The. Jiumhi^V 
of Haydn's ^vo'■k< is cYCee'dlngly grcit; 
( complete eililion liocs JlOft n« ypt e:,i .t. 
'Haydn wrote no fewer than V2:'> s.i m- 
'ohonies (iindnding overlurcs), the ear- 
lier ones in addition to the .stringed or-

.written for stringed orchestra, flute, two 
<dioes,'two clarionets, two bassoons, two 
horns, two tmm,pets nnd drums."

This country wonid bo :micU 
bettor off if li'fis Mticntidii iVLTe piiiil to 
qiolilics anil more to le^'isliition. TkcHC 
two thin-s are not the same. .Ctt is com 
p;u-:Uivi'ly uuini)i(irt!Uit who passM the 
laws if good laws are pat^sed. Yet w 
Iravo a government in powi'i- today new- 
ly elected, meeting . the legislature to 
whieh 'it is responsible fit the earliest 
liossible nionicnt, never as yet linving 
had au opportunity by any overt act of 
policy to cither justify its existence or 
to be condennied, and tliat government 
is being violently abused as if its meni- 
'bers were black-hearted scoundrels near 
jng tlie end of a career of political vil- 
lainy and crime. How very silly tbnt 
is! How very frilly it was to oppose 
cabinet minister in a byo-olection when 
there was not a single political i«^ne 
upon -whicli he could be iatioually op- 
.posed or which rcqiiirecl "defence!' Yet 
that is tlio 'Liberal idoa of jiolitieal war 
faro. If a party is defeated at a gen 
oral election tliat is a tolerably fair in 
ilieation that the country approves of 
what it condemns, and cbndemna what 
it approves. It has two lines of' aetion 
remaining. It may endeavor to show- 
that the winners do not carry out the 
]i()liiy on wliich they were elected, and it 
■jiiay akso endeavor to prove to the coun- 
try that the. ideas .temporarily itejected 
are nevertheless the correct ideas. These 
' arc the general lines: of .political oppo(>i- 
tion. Tlie f\metion of legisliUive ojipo- 
sition is somewhat diilereut, Legi 
tlou of flll kinds requires critical watch- 
ing that it may be neither inconsistent 
incoherent, noi' coiitradictory of eoni- 
3nou sense. Legislation in constructed j 
iby the government, and analyzed by 
'the opposition, and in this •way imper- 
fections are clinilriatcd. And it may be 
trullifully said that when an opposition 
IK ;:lects its functions in this re.-;^eet, the 
Ji'gislatioii of a country is alway^j faulty 
and often had. 'When we linu an oppo- 
sition act as the opposition in British 
iGolumhia has already begun , to act, wo 
may have very good reaisoiis for doubt- 
.ing its ability to discharge its proper 
Junctions. It hn.s made Jio pretensiunn 
ol having any groands of policy to go 
upon. It has apparently acted upon the 
^iiippo^itipp thAt the people of the prov- 
ince are such iuboi-n auarchists that hav- 
jng elected one government, tliey would, 
if they got an oiiporlunity, innnediiilcly 
turn around and elect another, without 
iliymu or reason for the change. Wo far 
as the electors go, the people ol. ■Van- 
couver' showed exactly what they 
thonglit of such proceedingfi. (Still, not 
content with that warning, the lyibe- 
eral party is apparently going to carry 
the same attitude of blind, uureason- 
flble opposition into -the leglslatiire. If 
it spends its time concocting schemes 
to defeat the government, instead of 
iimending and criticizing legislation, it 
t\vill only fail in ite object, and t^till less 
recommend itself to tlie country than 
•it lias already done. The government 
has a programme of legislation to Inj' 
liefore tlie country, private members 
have their ideas to bring forward for 
the good of the country, 'financial mat- 
ters have to he attended to and ordi- 
imry routine 'bu.«iness. (lovernmonts 
are iiol defeated by black headlines in 
<ipijn,;il inn iic\vspa|HTs, inir liy aiilii'i- 
'pated crises which never actually ]iut 
in an appearance. iNor should political 
nvarfare be a strife between one set of 
licople of one persiiasioii, and another si't 
of peoj)!e of another i)ersua siun, but a 
istrife ■l)rouglit .•ilmiit liy ihc rnlljiug 
of one set of |'i'o|il(. t'l ciie policy, and 
another set of people to anotlier policy. 
'Qnd the opposition waited until it had 
some reasonable if quite probably incor- 
Tcet, grounds of criticism to go upon, it 
iwould both havi' better fnl.Hlc.l its func- 
tions as an oppowition, and increased 
its chances of ultimately obtaining of- 
(fico. 'As it'ifi,'hy its wild and eilly nr- 
raignnient of an untried government, it 
Jias negatived the valui" of later crlti 
fism, and disgusted the country. Tin! 
.opposition , has' plhjred poor politics, ami 
ds jniicK' wehker today thah it was a 
iflnonih ago. -

the world as be knows it, is divided into 
Republicans and 'Domocrnts. The strug- 
glo between the two, forms his whole 
envirouiuent.

Thus wo have a Sena- 
tor stating that the 'Chamberlain policy 
involves an attempt ou the part of Great 
iBritain to net np Canada as a rival to 
tho United ^States, that a tariff war be- 
tween (Great Britain and tho United 
(States would result, and concluding 
that "out of that will arise conditions, 
disciissions. and. considerations, that/will 
end in tho union of the two' peoples." 
(It will take a great deal more than "con- 
ditions, discussions and considerations' 
to join 'Canada to the United (States, 
hud these mysterious phraseS; are- either 
;fool!shncss or « threat. It docs' iibt oc- 
cur to this (Senator to consider that tho 
■United 'States has for some time past 
heou waging a wholly successful tariff 
twar ■against Great Britainj» and- a whol- 
ly unsuccessful tariff war agaiiist Caiia 
(la. Tho effect, so Jar as Canada is con 
corned, has heen to set us np in busi 
ncss for ourselves, and to give \is a vita 
scnriuient of iiati<inality. I!ut for thi 
hostile tariff of the United States, Can 
nd-ii Avould not now have 'been a nation 
Jin tho same sense as she is one. The 
olTect in (ireat Britain has been exactly 
the (.iipiif^iic. Tlie insuhirily of <!reat 
ir.ritain, and the long years of struggle 
liy 'Which it was maintained and es- 
tablished, have made (British nationality 
probably the strongest sentiment of that 
kind the worhl has ever seen. But Great 
'Britain's soU'-iniposed defencelcstiuess 
trade has nndoublediy weakened it, and 
introduced a note, of 4car of other na 
tions, notably tiie I'nited iStates. If 
not, how is it that the argument that 
in the interest of Great Britain herself 
the United States must not be ofl'endeil 
as so often, heard. If Great Uritain 
shows ..^igns of waking , up, and of- 
fers Canada a trade alliance on the 
basis of Empire, why, may we ask, 
should such an accession oX strength to 
iCanaila, in the trade Avar she has been 
conii)elled to wage with the United 
LStates, ami has waged sutcefisfully, de- 
t.-ich her from Great Britain and engon 
der a wiliingness on her part to el\te.r 
the United (States'.'' It is contrary 
reason. AjHiarently therefore, the jirgu- 
mout o" this Senator must mean that 
the United States can make things so 
unpleasant for Great 'Britain, that Great 
(Britain will be glad to hand over Can 
«ida to put tilings right. 'He makes two 
mistakes if that is his meaning. Tho 
Itiist that 'Great Britain's recognition of 
tho union and solidarity of the Empire 
will have that elTect, and the second is 
that Caii.'ula is at the disposal of Great 
J'.rilain for any such purpose. The 
•rnited iStatis (.'ould wrest Culm and 
the I'liilippines from 'Siiain, but no pow- 
er on earth can Avrest 'Canada from her- 
self. Wb are 'firmly of the belief that 
the building up of the British Em]iire 
;is a, world jiowi-r upon a pvojier basis 
(if freedom ami indejiendence, will im- 
prove its relations with other powers, 
and also with the United 'States. AVe 
see no reason why friendliness and nni- 
tual respect sliuuM not he the fruit ot 
iiidi'penili'iioo and self-assertion. Arro- 
game on one side and suhmii siveiiess on 
the other is an improiier relation iu it- 
self, and can have no fruits 'but hatred 
and contempt.
